Def*  and  de  lik* ,  wen  a 
S-eollar  hat  tcorrowly  red;hee  tinkethimfclftoorrowly  in- 
ftrudted  in  def*  myfteris:  but  wen  hee  coo  met  abroad,  to 
put  his  reading  in  pradtic*;  every  filly  woman  is  reddy  to 
derid*  his  learned  ignoranc*.  Wcr*-

But  it 
you  want  a  ladder,  or  oder  means  to  bring  it  doun ;  den  let 
it  doun  by  a  cord,tyed  to  fcom  crook*  of  de  boug.

If  a  fwarm  (by  reafon  of  dc  cbldnes  of  de  aier,  and  roug- 
nes  ofde  wind‘,befing  not  able  to  get  aWay)dao‘  offer  to  ligt 
upon  any  oder  Hiv*;  qikly  convcr  de  Hiv*  clot*  wit  a  Man¬ 
tle,  left  de  Bee*s  entring  bee  pitcifully  murdered. 
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But  in  all  manner  Hivings  dison*ruI*  is  general!.  De 
fwarm  muft  bee  continually  kept  togeder:  for  if  at  dat  tim* 
part  remain  from  de  ccompany  ,but  dc  fpac*of  half  an  hour 
or  les ;  afterward,  wen  dey  find*  dem  ,  and  woold*  return 
unto  dem  3  dey  ar  ufed  as  Strangers  andftobbers  :  as  faff 
asdey  canmdey  ar  beaten  and  killed.
